To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Newark 


Madam,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Borough 
of  Newark  for  the  year  1958.  The  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
have  remained  satisfactory. 

With  regard  to  the  vital  statistics  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  population,  although  the  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate  have 
remained  approximately  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  birth 
rate  is  above  the  national  figure  for  England  and  Wales  and  this 
applies  also  to  the  death  rate.  The  natural  increase  has  remained 
steady.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  unfortunately  risen  con¬ 
siderably  and  is  well  above  the  figure  for  the  Country.  This  figure 
is  liable  to  vary  considerably  as  it  is  a  rate  per  thousand  live  births, 
but  as  there  are  about  400  births  per  year  in  the  Borough,  fluctuation 
in  the  rate  tends  to  be  more  than  doubled.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths  in  the  Borough. 

In  the  realm  of  infectious  disease,  measles  was  the  commonest 
disease.  The  figures  were  about  half  those  of  the  previous  year  and 
were  concentrated  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.  Whooping  cough 
was  rather  more  prevalent,  the  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  the  last 
two  months  of  the  year. 

Diphtheria  was  again  absent  during  the  year.  This  is  the  four¬ 
teenth  year  with  no  cases  of  diphtheria.  This  is  a  wonderful  tribute 
to  the  work  carried  out  in  the  past  by  the  late  Dr.  Buchanan  and  his 
staff  and  the  work  of  the  General  Practitioners  in  reaching  and  main¬ 
taining  such  a  satisfactory  state  of  immunity  in  the  Borough.  Before 
the  immunisation  schemes  were  started  in  the  early  days  of  the  war, 
there  were  on  the  average  50,000  cases  per  year  in  the  Country  with 
deaths  of  from  2,000  to  4,000  per  year.  In  1957,  there  were  only 
37  notifications  and  6  deaths  in  the  whole  of  the  Country.  Apart 
from  the  great  saving  in  life,  there  has  been  a  tremendous  saving  in 
health,  and  of  professional  skill  and  money  for  a  comparatively 
small  cast. 
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Whooping  Cough  remains  as  our  commonest  serious  infectious 
disease  and  in  time  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  schemes  will  bear 
fruit  and  have  as  good  results  as  the  diphtheria  immunisation  schemes. 

The  main  preventive  work  done  by  the  Department  has  been 
the  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis.  Increased  supplies  of  vaccine 
became  available  during  the  year  and  a  very  large  number  of  children, 
expectant  mothers  and  other  priority  groups  were  treated.  Also  the 
Ministry  recommended  the  giving  of  a  third  “booster”  dose  to  be 
given  7  months  after  the  second  dose  and  this  together  with  the 
inclusion  of  a  further  age  group  of  young  adults  of  15  years  to  25 
years,  involved  a  tremendous  increase  in  work  administratively. 
This  involved  the  engaging  of  further  clerical  assistance.  Further 
details  are  embodied  in  the  Report. 

Slum  Clearance  work  continued  during  the  year  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of  houses  dealt  with  exceeded  the 
annual  average  detailed  in  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme.  Further 
details  of  this  work  appears  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector.  The  latter  Report  is  well  worthy  of  study  and  is  a  record 
of  the  large  amount  of  work  done  by  the  Inspectors.  This  work  is 
chiefly  of  an  urgent  nature  and  it  is  essential  that  if  the  Inspectorate 
are  to  cover  all  branches  of  their  work,  then  a  third  Inspector  is 
absolutely  necessary. 

The  production  of  the  1958  Annual  Report  is,  unfortunately, 
shadowed  by  the  death  on  the  24th  December,  1958  of  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  highly  esteemed  Dr.  George  Gilbert  Buchanan. 

For  some  time  it  was  known  that  his  health  was  deteriorating 
but,  nevertheless,  he  still  applied  himself  with  zeal  and  energy  to  his 
duties.  Up  to  his  last  day  on  duty,  the  21st  October,  though  in 
considerable  pain  he  applied  himself  to  his  work  and,  to  avoid  last 
minute  disappointment  refused  to  break  an  engagement  in  the  even¬ 
ing  to  give  a  talk  to  a  Professional  Women’s  Association. 

I  had  known  Dr.  Buchanan  for  a  number  of  years  and  he  was 
held  in  very  high  esteem  both  by  the  Public,  the  officials  he  came  into 
contact  with,  and  by  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  The 
meetings  in  the  early  summer  of  the  East  Midland  Branch  of  the 
Society,  almost  an  annual  outing  to  the  Friary,  was  something  looked 
forward  to  by  all  members  and  was  an  event  made  successful  by  the 
personalities  of  our  host  and  hostess.  The  world  is  the  poorer  for 
his  departure  and  his  presence  and  skill  will  be  missed  by  all. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support  and  to  all  the  Chief  Officers, 
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Officers  and  members  of  the  Staff  and  in  particular  to  Mr.  Rossington 
and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  coped 
wonderfully  with  a  very  difficult,  trying  and  sad  year.  My  thanks 
are  also  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  information  in 
the  report  with  regard  to  the  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority. 

Finally  I  desire  to  express  my  very  great  sympathy  to  Dr.  G. 
Scott  Buchanan  in  a  very  great  loss  that  she  has  sustained,  and  to 
thank  her  very  sincerely  for  the  very  great  work  that  she  has  done 
and  is  doing  in  the  Department.

297  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  457  in  1957. 

Measles 

197  notifications  of  measles  were  received  during  the  year 
compared  with  384  in  1957.  106  of  the  cases  were  under  school  age 

with  89  between  the  ages  of  5  -  10  years.  The  notifications  were 
spread  over  the  last  7  months  of  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever 

8  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  were  received  which  is  the  same 
figure  as  for  1957.  The  cases  were  all  mild  and  it  was  not  necessary 
for  admission  to  hospital. 

Pneumonia 

17  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  21  in  1957. 

Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

There  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year 
which  is  the  first  clear  year  since  1953. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

27  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year  compared  with  31  in  1957.  4  of  the  cases  were  in  hospital  at 

the  time  of  notification  whilst  13  were  admitted  within  one  month 
and  4  within  two  months. 

Tuberculosis  (Non  Pulmonary) 

3  cases  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  infection  was  of  Endometritis  and  Neck 
Glands.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 


The  vaccination  of  13-year-old  children  was  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

A  test  injection  is  done  in  the  first  place  to  show  whether  or  not 
the  child  has  already  been  infected  by  the  tubercle  bacillus  and  the 
reaction  has  to  be  inspected  72  hours  later.  Only  those  who  are 
negative,  i.e.,  those  who  have  not  already  been  infected,  are  given 
the  actual  injection  of  B.C.G.  vaccine  and  this  is  done  at  the  time  of 
inspection.  The  children  who  are  found  to  be  positive  are  given 
an  X-ray  appointment. 

There  were  no  complications  from  the  185  children  given  an 
injection  of  B.C.G.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Due  to  the  increasing  demand  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  it 
was  necessary  to  engage  further  clerical  assistance,  and  on  10th 
February,  1958,  a  full-time  female  assistant  was  engaged. 
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At  the  beginning  of  September  the  Ministry  of  Health  extended 
the  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  by  offering 
vaccination  to  persons  up  to  25  years  of  age,  to  hospital  staff  who 
came  into  contact  with  patients,  to  medical  students  and  to  the 
families  of  these  groups,  and  the  inclusion  of  third  injections  for 
persons  already  given  two  injections  not  less  than  seven  months 
after  the  second  injection. 

Unfortunately,  the  demand  by  the  new  age  groups  made  no 
appreciable  effect  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Nevertheless,  the 
office  staff  were  overwhelmed  by  the  need  to  forward  almost  18,000 
forms  to  parents  requesting  their  consent  to  a  third  injection,  and 
many  months  passed  before  this  work  was  completed,  replies  received 
and  figures  prepared. 

During  the  last  month  of  the  year  the  senior  clerk  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  put  into  plan  an  operation  for  circularizing  all  the  larger  firms 
in  the  vicinity.  They  readily  gave  their  help  in  publicising  the  scheme 
and,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  gave  their  permission  for  sessions 
to  be  held  at  the  Works.  The  first  ‘pilot  scheme’  resulted  in  one 
firm  obtaining  no  less  than  75%  acceptance  of  injections  out  of  a 
total  number  of  280  eligibles;  a  most  encouraging  start  for  the  New 
Year.

This  year,  following  the  efforts  of  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer’s  recession  on  Capital  expenditure,  has  on  the  whole 
compared  favourably  with  its  predecessors  in  as  much  that  1 32  new 
units  of  accommodation  were  completed  by  the  Corporation  and 
occupied. 

The  trend  of  tenancies  has  however  changed,  because  greater 
emphasis  has  been  placed  on  rehousing  occupants  from  slum 
clearance  properties,  although  reference  to  the  statistics  shows  that 
the  complete  waiting  list  is  slightly  less  than  at  the  31st  December, 
1957. 

This  year  heralded  the  end  of  war-time  accommodation  in  the 
Borough,  when  the  last  of  the  tenants  on  the  Bowbridge  Road 
Camp  were  re-housed,  and  the  final  demolition  of  the  huts  took 
place.  Re-development  on  this  site  proceeded  rapidly  during  1958, 
whilst  site  clearing  proceeded  in  the  Northgate,  Lovers  Lane  area, 
after  the  rehousing  of  families  accommodated  in  the  area,  for 
redevelopment  it  is  hoped  during  1959.

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence 
of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
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and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  3d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied. 

Cases  in  need  of  help  should  be  reported  to  the  District  Office, 
at  the  Town  Hall,  Newark — telephone  number  Newark  369.

Housing  an:l  Public  Health  Administration 


By  the  end  of  September  the  whole  of  the  people  affected  by 
No.  3  Clearance  Area  had  been  rehoused  and  the  area  cleared  with 
the  exception  of  Godfreys  Depot  and  the  Tithe  Barn. 

Clearance  Areas  4  and  5  which  were  represented  in  March,  1958 
have  been  held  up  owing  to  an  objection  by  an  owner  occupier  and 
confirmation  is  still  awaited  from  the  Ministry. 

Clearance  Areas  6,  7  and  8  were  represented  in  July  1958  and 
confirmed  in  November,  1958,  the  rehousing  of  the  occupants  of 
these  areas  is  now  almost  complete. 

The  number  of  houses  dealt  v/ith  by  the  Department  during  the 
year  is  95  by  official  representation  and  48  as  individual  unfit  houses. 
This  number  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  annual  target  figure  of  75 
agreed  with  the  Ministry  when  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
opened  in  1955. 

The,  in  some  cases,  unavoidable  time  lag  between  representation 
and  confirmation  of  Clearance  Areas  by  the  Ministry  does  not  lend 
itself  to  a  smooth  continuous  process  which  I  hoped  for  in  my 
report  for  1957. 

On  the  general  housing  administration  side  the  number  of 
complaints  fell  from  410  to  334  with  a  corresponding  fall  from  106 
to  36  informal  notices.  The  fall  in  the  number  of  notices  is  due  to 
contact  with  the  persons  concerned,  either  by  telephone  or  letter, 
being  sufficient  to  ensure  the  necessary  work  is  carried  out. 

The  Rent  Act,  1957,  again  caused  extra  work  in  inspection  of 
houses  on  receipt  of  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  and  the 
subsequent  drafting  of  reports  for  consideration  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee. 

The  caravan  population  is  a  constant  headache  and  during  the 
year  under  review  has  caused  quite  considerable  oversight  by  the 
numbers  of  vans  parked  on  unlicensed  land  in  various  parts  of  the 
town.  The  “broken  wheel”  excuse  has  been  very  much  in  evidence 
with  the  gypsy  type  of  caravan. 

A  statutory  notice  was  served  on  one  land  owner  for  permitting 
unlicensed  land  to  be  used  for  caravans  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
preparations  were  being  made  to  take  legal  proceedings. 

The  large  number  of  caravan  dwellers  in  the  town  is  due  mainly 
to  the  men  folk  being  employed  on  large  engineering  contracts  in 
surrounding  districts. 

Complaints  of  excessive  smoke  from  the  various  industries  have 
been  dealt  with  as  they  have  arisen.  The  problem  is  to  make  the 
average  persons  realise  that  what  they  think  is  a  nuisance  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act  does  not  in  fact  constitute  such  a  break  of  the  law. 
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Oil  firing  for  heating  and  general  steam  raising  purposes  appears, 
according  to  applications  made,  to  be  gaining  ground  and  one  firm 
in  the  town  have  substituted  an  under  feed  stoker  instead  of  manual 
stoking.  These  factors  together  with  visits  and  advice  to  stokers 
should  reduce  the  atmospheric  pollution. 

Food  Administration 

The  milk  supply  was  again  of  a  high  standard  although  of  81 
samples  taken  19  failed  the  test  for  keeping  quality.  Exhaustive 
investigations  were  carried  out  by  the  firm  concerned  and  after  about 
10  days  the  matter  was  cleared  up. 

Visits  re  hygiene  in  food  premises  have  been  stepped  up  as  time 
has  permitted  but  staffing  difficulties  make  it  very  difficult  to  keep  up 
regular  visits  to  ensure  that  the  regulations  are  being  complied  with. 
There  has  been  considerable  reduction  in  smoking  whilst  handling 
food,  particularly  in  the  open  market,  and  it  is  only  very  occasionally 
that  warning  has  to  be  given  and  then  it  is  usually  to  a  new  assistant. 

The  fresh  meat  standard  in  the  slaughter  house  has  again  been 
well  maintained  and  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  has  increased 
by  798  to  12,956.  This  has  necessitated  more  supervision  and 
inspection.  The  number  of  visits  to  slaughterhouses  has  therefore 
fallen  considerably  as  your  Inspectors  have  less  opportunities, 
particulary  in  the  first  three  days  of  the  week,  to  leave  the  slaughter 
house  to  carry  out  other  work. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  new  slaughterhouse  mentioned 
last  year  is  now  in  the  making  with  work  having  been  commenced 
during  the  past  month.  This  should  be  a  great  asset  to  the  trade 
not  only  in  the  town  but  also  in  the  surrounding  districts  as  the  new 
Slaughterhouses  Act  will  make  it  increasingly  costly  for  small 
slaughterhouses  to  be  brought  up  to  standard. 

The  question  of  overtime  is  causing  a  little  disquiet  as  during 
the  year  under  review  on  the  first  three  days  of  the  week  it  has  been 
necessary  for  your  Inspectors  to  put  in  from  one  to  three  hours  extra 
duty  each  night.  I  am  hoping  that  with  the  increased  hanging  space 
at  the  new  slaughterhouse  this  extra  duty  will  not  be  necessary. 

The  death  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  December  gave 
us  great  cause  for  regret  at  the  loss  not  only  of  an  understanding  and 
helpful  colleague  but  also  of  a  very  great  friend. 

The  year  to  come  does  not  hold  out  any  promise  of  spectacular 
achievements  but  just  the  steady  routine  day  to  day  work  which, 
although  at  times  may  seem  dull  and  uninteresting,  leads  ultimately 
to  the  improvement  of  living  conditions,  health  and  happiness,  and 
ensures  a  wholesome  food  supply  for  our  fellow  citizens.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Southwell  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Southwell  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1958.  The  health  of  the  District  has  remained 
very  satisfactory. 

In  the  realm  of  vital  statistics  the  population  of  the  District  has 
increased,  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  mid  1958  being  43,580 
compared  with  43,170  in  1957.  The  birth  rate  has  increased  slightly 
and  is  well  above  the  national  figure  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
death  rate  has  also  increased  considerably  but  is  still  below  the  figure 
for  the  Country.  The  natural  increase  in  population  has  decreased 
because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  but  the  figure  is 
satisfactory. 

The  infantile  death  rate  has  fallen  considerably,  there  being  a 
total  of  12  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  compared  with  15  in 
1957.  This  is  very  satisfactory,  the  rate  being  15.9  compared  with 
20.3  for  the  previous  year.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  22.5 
and  thus  the  District  rate  is  well  below  this.  In  the  body  of  the 
report  is  a  detailed  list  of  causes  of  death  amongst  these  babies,  and 
it  will  be  realised  that  with  our  present  knowledge  and  skill,  these 
infants  would  have  very  little  chance  of  survival.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

In  the  infectious  desease  figures  it  will  be  noted  that  the  main 
illness  was  measles.  The  figures  were  less  than  half  those  for  1957, 
being  265  compared  with  620.  The  main  outbreak  occurred  in  the 
later  months  of  the  year.  The  figures  for  scarlet  fever  were  rather 
more  than  the  previous  year  and  they  mostly  occurred  in  the  last 
two  months  of  the  year.  Over  half  the  cases  occurred  in  Clipstone 
but  ail  cases  were  mild  and  sporadic  in  nature. 

There  were  a  few  more  cases  of  whooping  cough  especially  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  This  remains  the  most  serious  of  the 
common  infectious  disease  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  increased  numbers 
of  babies  being  protected  with  whooping  cough  vaccine,  that  this 
serious  condition  will  disappear.  Also  during  the  year  14  cases  of 
some  dysentery  were  notified.  These  cases  were  sporadic  and  no 
further  spread  occurred. 

With  regard  to  tuberculosis,  the  notifications  for  pulmonary 
condition  were  practically  the  same  as  for  1957.  However,  there 
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was  a  slight  increase  in  the  non-pulmonary  variety  of  tuberculosis. 

No  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year, 
and  for  the  last  twelve  years  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  reported. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  will  be  as 
successful  as  the  diphtheria  scheme. 

If  the  Members  of  the  Council  would  peruse  my  remarks  in  the 
preface  to  the  annual  report  to  Newark  Borough  upon  the  success 
of  the  diphtheria  immunisation  scheme  they  will  realise  what  a  tre¬ 
mendous  saving  in  health,  finance  and  staff  there  is,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  poliomyelitis  scheme  will  bear  fruit  in  the  same  respect. 
The  figures  for  diphtheria  immunisation,  and  smallpox  vaccination, 
are  down  somewhat,  probably  due  to  some  curtailment  of  clinic 
services  due  to  the  priority  given  to  poliomyelitis  vaccination. 

Again  with  regard  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis, 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  service  will  reduce  the  incidence  of  this 
disease.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  scope  of  this  scheme 
is  to  be  extended  to  cover  all  adolescents  over  13  years  of  age. 

During  the  year,  supplies  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  became  more 
readily  available  especially  from  Canadian  and  American  sources. 
This  enabled  large  numbers  of  children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years, 
expectant  mothers,  etc.,  to  be  protected  against  this  disease.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  also  recommended  young  adults  aged  16-25 
years  should  be  offered  protection,  and  also  third  injections  to  all 
who  had  been  given  two  doses,  the  third  dose  to  be  given  at  least  7 
months  after  the  second.  This  involved  a  tremendous  amount  of 
administrative  work  and  it  became  necessary  to  engage  further 
clerical  assistance,  with  the  approval  and  financial  reimbursement 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Details  of  the  amount  of  work  done 
appears  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Work  has  continued  slowly  but  surely  on  the  problem  of 
substandard  houses.  Clearance  Areas  No.  5,  6  and  7  were  made 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  together  with  several  Demolition 
and  Closing  Orders. 

The  writing  of  the  Report  has  been  rendered  difficult  by  the 
untimely  death,  on  the  24th  December,  1958  of  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Dr.  George  Gilbert  Buchanan. 

For  some  time  it  was  known  that  his  health  was  deteriorating 
but,  nevertheless,  he  still  applied  himself  with  zeal  and  energy  to  his 
duties.  Up  to  his  last  day  of  duty,  the  21st  October,  though  in 
considerable  pain  he  applied  himself  to  his  work  and,  to  avoid  last 
minute  disappointment  refused  to  break  an  engagement  in  the  even¬ 
ing  to  give  a  talk  to  a  Professional  Women’s  Association. 

I  had  known  Dr.  Buchanan  for  a  number  of  years  and  he  was 
held  in  very  high  esteem  both  by  the  public,  the  officials  he  came  into 
contact  with,  and  by  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  The 
meetings  in  the  early  summer  of  the  East  Midland  Branch  of  the 
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Society,  almost  an  annual  outing  to  the  Friary,  was  something  looked 
forward  to  by  all  members,  and  was  an  event  made  successful  by  the 
personalities  of  our  host  and  hostess.  The  world  is  the  poorer  for 
his  departure  and  his  presence  and  skill  will  be  missed  by  all. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  all  the  Chief  Officers, 
Officers  and  members  of  the  staff,  and  in  particular  to  Mr.  Rossington 
and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  both  at  Newark  and 
at  Southwell,  who  have  coped  wonderfully  with  a  very  difficult,  trying 
and  sad  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
for  the  information  in  the  report  with  regard  to  services  provided  by 
the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Finally  1  desire  to  express  my  very  great  sympathy  to  Dr.  G. 
Scott  Buchanan  in  a  very  great  loss  she  has  sustained,  and  to  thank 
her  for  the  very  great  work  that  she  has  done  and  is  doing  in  the 
Department.

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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  v 

Due  to  the  increasing  demand  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  it 
was  necessary  to  engage  further  clerical  assistance,  and  on  10th, 
February,  i 958,  a  full-time  female  assistant  was  engaged. 

At  the  beginning  of  September  the  Ministry  of  Health  extended 
the  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  by  offering 
vaccination  to  persons  up  to  25  years  of  age,  to  hospital  staff  who 
come  into  contact  with  patients,  to  medical  students  and  to  the 
families  of  these  groups,  and  the  inclusion  of  third  injections  for 
persons  already  given  two  injections  not  less  than  seven  months  after 
the  second  injection. 

Unfortunately,  the  demand  by  the  new  age  groups  made  no 
appreciable  effect  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Nevertheless,  the 
office  staff  were  overwhelmed  by  the  need  to  forward  almost  1 8,000 
forms  to  parents  requesting  their  consent  to  a  third  injection,  and 
months  passed  before  this  work  was  completed,  replies  received  and 
figures  prepared. 

During  the  last  month  of  the  year  the  senior  clerk  in  the  de¬ 
partment  put  into  plan  an  operation  for  circularising  all  the  larger 
firms  in  the  vicinity.  They  readily  gave  their  help  in  publishing  the 
scheme  and,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  gave  their  permission  for 
sessions  to  be  held  at  the  Works.  The  first  ‘pilot  scheme’  resulted  in 
one  firm  obtaining  no  less  than  75%  acceptances  of  injections  out  of 
a  total  number  of  280  eligibles;  a  most  encouraging  start  for  the 
New  Year.

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Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to 
the  presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  oyer 
compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  of  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  3d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

Water  Supply 

All  the  fifty-five  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  with 
a  good  and  wholesome  supply  of  piped  water,  13,431  dwellings 
in  the  District  are  connected  to  a  mains  water  supply. 

All  public  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  none  are  liable  to  have 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  number  of  houses  connected  to  the  Council’s  main  supply 
during  the  year  was  128,  this  figure  includes  52  new  Council  houses. 

The  following  mains  have  been  laid  during  1958  : — 

Main  extensions  to  Council  Estates  at  Edwinstowe,  Eakring, 
Boughton,  Bilsthorpe,  Kneesall,  Lowdham,  Ollerton  and  a  short 
extension  to  serve  a  Poultry  Packing  Station  at  Walesby. 

In  connection  with  the  Lowdham  and  District  Water  Scheme, 
a  new  pumping  plant  has  been  installed  at  the  Epperstone  Water 
works,  a  booster  station  constructed  at  Oxton  Hill  and  8  in.  and  10  in. 
mains  have  been  laid  at  Oxton  Hill  and  Epperstone  respectively.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Newark  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1958,  on  the  health  of  the  Newark  Rural  District,  which  has  during 
the  period  under  review  remained  satisfactory. 

With  regard  to  the  vital  statistics  of  the  District,  the  population 
has  shown  an  increase  to  the  figure  of  13,000.  This  is  the  figure  as 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  mid-year.  There  has 
been  a  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  births  and  also  in  the  number  of 
deaths.  This  has  given  rise  to  a  fall  in  the  birth  rate  and  the  death 
rate  but  the  figure  for  the  natural  increase  has  remained  steady  .  The 
birth  rate  of  14.8  is  somewhat  below  the  national  rate  of  16.4  and 
again  the  death  rate  is  lower  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  is  below  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  and 
it  has  gone  up  for  1958.  This  is  a  rate  which  is  liable  to  vary  from 
year  to  year  particularly  in  the  Districts  with  a  smaller  population 
and  thus  a  corresponding  small  number  of  births.  There  was, 
unfortunately,  one  death  recorded  from  maternal  causes,  the  death 
having  occurred  a  considerable  time  after  birth,  the  cause  of  death 
being  due  to  the  after  effects  of  the  pregnancy. 

In  respect  of  infectious  disease,  there  was  a  great  fall  in  the 
number  of  cases  reported.  There  v/ere  only  28  cases  of  measles 
reported  compared  with  the  figure  of  437  in  1957.  This  is  very  low 
when  compared  with  the  neighbouring  Borough  of  Newark, 
Southwell  Rural  District  and  the  Bineham  Rural  District  where  the 
figures  for  1958  exceeded  those  for  1957.  Probably  the  record  figure 
for  1957  left  an  almost  immune  population  in  1958,  that  is  amongst 
those  at  risk. 

In  the  case  of  scarlet  fever  there  was  very  little  difference  in  the 
number  of  cases  compared  with  1957.  Again  in  the  case  of  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  there  was  very  little  difference  in  incidence  compared  with 
the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  increased  but  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  body  of  the  Report,  three  of  the  cases  were  related 
being  brothers,  and  the  two  other  cases  occurred  in  Service  personnel. 

Once  again,  and  for  the  past  twelve  years,  there  has  been  no 
case  of  diphtheria  reported  in  the  District.  This  is  a  very  great 
tribute  to  your  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  General  Prac- 
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titioners  who  carried  out  the  scheme  inaugurated  by  the  late  Dr. 
Buchanan  in  1941.  Prior  to  this  time,  there  used  to  be  an  average 
of  50,000  cases  per  year  of  diphtheria  in  the  Country,  with  from  2,000 
to  4,000  deaths  annually.  In  1957  there  were  only  37  cases  notified 
with  6  deaths.  Thus  for  a  comparatively  small  cost  annually  there 
is  a  tremendous  saving  in  health,  lives  and  money,  for  the  treatment 
cost  of  a  case  of  diphtheria  can  be  very  expensive. 

The  schemes  for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  and  the 
vaccination  schemes  against  smallpox  and  tuberculosis  have  had  to 
play  “second  fiddle”  during  the  year  to  the  vaccination  scheme 
against  poliomyelitis  which  has  been  of  top  priority  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  working  top  pressure  on  these  various  schemes. 
Further  details  of  the  schemes  are  contained  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

With  increased  supplies  of  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  especi¬ 
ally  from  Canadian  and  American  sources,  and  with  the  extension 
of  the  schemes  to  allow  of  “booster”  doses,  the  increasing  of  the  age 
range  from  15  to  25  years  etc.,  the  work  in  this  field  has  become 
vastly  increased  and  less  urgent  matters  have  had  to  be  held  in 
abeyance.  The  amount  of  clerical  work  increased  and  additional 
staff  was  required  and  engaged  with  the  approval  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  particularly  as  this  cost  was  refunded  from  County 
Council  sources. 

Slum  Clearance  work  continued  during  the  year  and  Nos.  12,  13 
14  and  15  Clearance  Areas  were  represented.  From  these  and 
previous  Clearance  Areas,  26  families  were  rehoused  and  from  indi¬ 
vidual  unfit  houses  9  families  were  rehoused,  and  it  is  very  pleasing 
to  be  able  to  report  this  progress. 

The  production  of  the  1958  Annual  Report  is,  unfortunately, 
shadowed  by  the  death  on  the  24th  December,  1958  of  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  highly  esteemed  Dr.  George  Gilbert  Buchanan. 

For  some  time  it  was  known  that  his  health  was  deteriorating 
but,  nevertheless,  he  still  applied  himself  with  zeal  and  energy  to  his 
duties.  Up  to  his  last  day  on  duty,  the  21st  October,  though  in 
considerable  pain  he  applied  himself  to  his  work  and,  to  avoid  last 
minute  disappointment  refused  to  break  an  engagement  in  the 
evening  to  give  a  talk  to  a  Professional  Women’s  Association. 

I  had  known  Dr.  Buchanan  for  a  number  of  years  and  he  was 
held  in  very  high  esteem  both  by  the  public,  the  Officials  he  came  into 
contact  with,  and  by  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  The 
meetings  in  the  early  summer  of  the  East  Midland  Branch  of  the 
Society,  almost  an  annual  meeting  at  The  Friary,  was  something 
looked  forward  to  by  all  members,  and  was  an  event  made  successful 
by  the  personalities  of  our  host  and  hostess.  The  world  is  the  poorer 
for  his  departure  and  his  presence  and  skill  will  be  missed  by  all. 
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I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  to  all  Chief  Officers, 
Officers  and  members  of  the  staff,  and  in  particular  to  Mr.  Rossington 
and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  at  Newark  and 
at  Newark  Rural  District,  who  have  coped  wonderfully  with  a  very 
difficult,  trying  and  sad  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  for  the  information  in  the  report  with  regard  to  the 
services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Finally  I  desire  to  express  my  very  great  sympathy  to  Dr.  G. 
Scott  Buchanan  in  a  very  great  loss  that  she  has  sustained  and  to 
thank  her  very  sincerely  for  the  great  work  that  she  has  done  and  is 
doing  in  the  Department.

Only  those  who  are 
negative,  i.e.,  those  who  have  not  already  been  infected  are  given 
the  actual  injection  of  B.C.G.  vaccine  and  this  is  done  at  the  time  of 
inspection.  The  children  who  are  found  to  be  positive  are  given 
an  X-ray  appointment.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Due  to  the  increasing  demand  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  it 
was  necessary  to  engage  further  clerical  assistance,  and  on  the  10th 
February,  1958,  a  full-time  female  assistant  was  engaged. 

At  the  beginning  of  September  the  Ministry  of  Health  extended 
the  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  by  offering 
vaccination  to  persons  up  to  25  years  of  age,  to  hospital  staff  who 
come  into  contact  with  patients,  to  medical  students  and  to  the 
families  of  these  groups,  and  the  inclusion  of  third  injection  for 
persons  already  given  two  injections  not  less  than  seven  months  after 
the  second  injection. 

Unfortunately,  the  demand  by  new  age  groups  made  no 
appreciable  effect  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Nevertheless,  the  office 
staff  were  overwhelmed  by  the  need  to  forward  almost  18,000  forms 
to  parents  requesting  their  consent  to  a  third  injection,  and  many 
months  passed  before  this  work  was  completed,  replies  received 
and  figures  prepared. 

During  the  last  month  of  the  year  the  senior  clerk  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  put  into  plan  an  operation  for  circularizing  all  the  larger  firms 
in  the  vicinity.  They  readily  gave  their  help  in  publicising  the  scheme 
and,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  gave  their  permission  for  sessions 
to  be  held  at  the  works.  The  first  ‘pilot’  scheme  resulted  in  one  firm 
obtaining  no  less  than  75%  acceptance  of  injections  out  of  a  total 
number  of  280  eligibles;  a  most  encouraging  start  for  the  New  Year.

Home  Helps  are  available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who 
is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective^  aged,  or  a 
child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  3d.,  per  hour,  but  where  the 

applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.
